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£1 million cuts 
‘pretty vicious’

LUTON’S children’s centres are fac¬ 
ing an uncertain future ahead of 
‘pretty vicious’ £1 million budget 
cuts - as staff numbers have already 
been cut to the bare bones. 

Faced with further budget pres¬ 
sures which have seen staff num¬ 
bers plummet in the last year, Luton 
Borough Council is being forced to 
look at other ways to trim money 
being spent on children’s services - 
and keep them running as well. 

And it is currently in talks with a 
number of centres that may have to 
either reduce or move their 
services to other buildings. 

But the council is adamant the ser¬ 
vices themselves will not be affected 
- parents might just have to travel a 
bit further to access them. 

Councillor Mahmood Hussain, 
portfolio holder for children’s 
services, told LoS\ “Mostly it will be 
trying to make some efficiency sav¬ 
ings with the buildings we use and 
the staffing structure. It’s not trying 
to remove services, they will still be 
there for people in the same areas. 

“In the consultation we held, 
parents said as long as they were 
receiving the same service they 


would be happy. It’s more about the 
service than the location. 

“Obviously the cuts on local 
authorities are pretty vicious, but 
what we are trying to do - unlike 
some other councils near us - is not 
cutting the service. We are commit¬ 
ted to keeping them running - some 
other councils are simply closing 
them.” 

The proposals, which are set to 
be finalised by the 
council’s executive on A 
September 19, would see 
all children’s centres 
come under the control j 
of the local authority. I 

There are currently ' 
seven children’s centre 
‘hubs’, each of which has 
a number of satellite build¬ 
ings and a team of staff 
attached. 

Under the new plans the number 
of hubs would be reduced to four, 
and discussions are ongoing as to 
which satellite buildings would be 
used in the new scheme. Should the 
plans be approved by the executive, 
the new model would be expected to 
be in place by spring. 

The council said it could save 
approximately £200,000 on its 
annual property cost by using build¬ 
ings ‘in a different way’. 


The decision to look at the build¬ 
ings being used comes after the 
council admitted in documents that 
‘the current level of staff numbers is 
the minimum to deliver a safe and 
good quality service in Luton’. 

Staff numbers reduced from 104 to 
90 in the 2015/16 financial year. 

A council spokesman added: “The 
review aims to deliver universal and 
targeted health and children’s 
^services for families across 
^^the town, offering support 
all the way from 
conception and birth 
through to childhood 
and into the teenage 
years. 

“This would be done 
with staff that are 
known and trusted, and 
in buildings that are safe 
and easy to access within local 
communities. 

“Potential savings have been 
identified by using existing build¬ 
ings in different ways, using some 
buildings more than others, and by 
organising service delivery into four 
area teams rather than seven. 

“Children’s Centre hub managers 
will be able to use different commu¬ 
nity buildings according to identi¬ 
fied needs within their local 
communities.”

Robber who returned after 
skipping country is jailed

A ROBBER who fled the 
country and joined the 
French Foreign Legion in 
a bid to escape his past 
has been jailed for two 
years. 

Carl Barnard, of St 
Martin’s Avenue, Luton, 
got out a knife and 
demanded cash from the 
till of the Co-op store in 
Birdsfoot Lane on April 20 
before fleeing with £300. 


He had earlier used the 
knife to force a woman in 
her 60s to hand over her 
car keys at another Co-op 
store in Barton-le-Clay, 
which he then used to 
escape from the second 
robbery an hour later. 

Luton Crown Court was 
told last Friday that 
Barnard had robbed the 
store to pay off a debt to a 
shadowy figure said to 
have been threatening 
him and his family. 

He handed the money 


over and then decided to 
head to France and enlist 
as a Legionaire. 

But when he was booted 
out after only a month he 
returned on June 16 and 
was arrested. 

Stuart Sprawson, defend¬ 
ing 27-year-old Barnard, 
described him as a ‘latter 
day Beau Geste’, referring 
to the adventure novel by 
P.C. Wren about the adven¬ 
tures of three English 
brothers who separately 
join the French Foreign 


Legion after a valuable 
jewel is stolen. 

Barnard pleaded guilty 
to two offences of robbery 
and two of possessing a 
knife. 

Mr Sprawson told the 
court Barnard had only 
committed the robbery 
because he was concerned 
for his family’s welfare 
because of the debts he 
had run up. Judge Foster 
said the offences were 
‘despicable’ and jailed him 
for two years.

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Steep rise in child abuse images 


THE number of offences involving the 
possession of indecent images of 
children dealt with by Bedfordshire 
Police has more than trebled over the 
last three years. 

The force recorded 116 indecent 
images offences in 2015 - a steep jump 
from the 34 in 2013. 

Now the NSPCC, which obtained the 
figures in a Freedom of Information 


request, has called for police forces to 
be given greater resources to tackle 
the growing threat. 

They also want to highlight the 
responsibility of the UK’s digital 
industry in tackling the issue. 

Peter Wanless, CEO of the NSPCC, 
said: “These figures clearly show that 
there is a growing problem of people 
viewing child abuse material. 


“We want to see companies who 
operate online prioritise this issue by 
committing significant expertise and 
resources to preventing the publication 
and distribution of these images. 

“Social network providers and other 
technology platforms must realise that 
they are the key enablers of online 
child sexual abuse and make a serious 
commitment to tackling it.” 


Liam scores a place 
on Paralympic squad

A FOOTBALLER has jetted off to 
Brazil as part of Great Britain’s 
cerebral palsy team. 

Twenty-five-year-old Liam Irons, 
from Dunstable, made the final cut 
for the seven-a-side Paralympic 
football squad and flew to Rio de 
Janeiro with the rest of the 14-strong 
team on Friday. 

Mr Irons, who used to play Saturday 
league football for The 61FC, only 
switched to the seven-a-side format 
played in the Paralympics eight 
months ago. 

On how he got involved in the sport, 
Mr Irons said: “I was playing for 61FC 
when an opposition coach, who also 
has cerebral palsy, suggested I get 
involved. 

“I wasn’t even aware that there was 
football for people who had cerebral 
palsey and had always played main¬ 
stream football.” 

Mr Irons got in contact with Jeff 
Davis, the seven-a-side team’s 
development coach, and went to a 
training camp to try to earn a place in 
the team. 

He was first named in an initial 30 
man squad, which was reduced to 14 
in June. 

Fortunately, Liam was one of those 



to make the cut. This will be his first 
major tournament and while he has 
featured in a few cup finals for club 
sides before, he says that representing 
his country in the Paralympic Games 
will be a whole new challenge and 
experience. 

He said: “It’s amazing, going from 
not being involved eight months ago 
to making the squad.” 


On Great Britain’s chances in the 
competition, he said: “It will be a 
challenge as we’ve drawn hosts Brazil 
and Ukraine in our group. They are 
two of the best teams in the world but 
I think we can go out there and show 
our talent and be competitive.” 

GB will also face Ireland in their 
group and kick off their campaign 
against the hosts on Friday.

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Family sent on a 
holiday from hell

A FAMILY experienced the 
holiday from hell after the 
sunshine break they booked 
saw them threatened by 
boozed-up youths in an 
18-30s-style hotel. 

Allan Bowman, his wife 
Maggie and 13-year-old son 
William travelled to Lloret de 
Mar in Spain for a seven- 
night all-inclusive holiday at 
the Gran Casino Royal Hotel. 

They booked their trip - 
worth £960 - through Luton- 
based Super Escapes Travel, 
and were excited to be head¬ 
ing to a ‘family-orientated’ 
facility. 

Instead, they barely slept as 
drunken youths hurled 
bottles at their balcony and a 
group smoking shisha even 
tried to start a fight with 
teenage William. 

A furious Allan, 50, told 
Luton on Sunday: “When we 
arrived at about 11am there 
were a group of about 20 
young people who were 
drunk and all jumped into 
the pool. William had to leave 
because he didn’t feel safe. 

“It was mayhem in the even¬ 
ing, they were throwing 
bottles down towards people 
and across the balconies. 
They played really loud music 


from 10pm until 7am. I tried 
to complain, but they kept 
telling me to speak to the 
manager tomorrow, and the 
manager was never there.” 

After the family returned to 
their Glasgow home, they 
immediately set about con¬ 
tacting the Luton travel 
agency for a refund. 

Allan said the family were 
originally offered a ‘ridicu¬ 
lous’ £10 per person, which 
was finally upped to £100. 

Harry Cooper, floor super¬ 
visor of the customer 


relations team of Super 
Escapes Travel, apologised to 
the Bowmans and admitted 
the refund had taken a Tittle 
longer than intended’. 

He added the company 
considered the complaint 
fully settled after Mr Bowman 
was ‘happy’ to accept the 
£ 100 . 

But Allan remains unim¬ 
pressed, saying it took the 
company ‘seconds to take the 
money out of my account’ but 
three weeks for the refund to 
appear. 


30 flytippers caught out 


UP TO 30 flytippers captured 
on camera have been hit by 
new powers allowing the 
council to fine them. 

The residents were caught 
dumping general waste next 
to recycling containers at the 
recycling centre in St 
Dominic’s Square. 

Most of those caught on 
film agreed to be interviewed 
under caution, and would 
have previously been prose¬ 
cuted by the local authority. 


But most chose to accept a 
£400 fixed penalty notice, 
which cuts out the need for 
legal action to be taken. 

The new powers, which 
Luton on Sunday revealed the 
council would be implement¬ 
ing in June, is another way of 
tackling flytipping. 

A whopping 4,756 cases 
were reported in 2015/16. 

The more serious cases at 
St Dominic’s Square, and 
those who refused to pay, are 


currently being processed by 
the council’s legal depart¬ 
ment. 

Councillor Rachel Hopkins, 
the portfolio holder for 
enforcement, said: “I hope 
these fines send out a clear 
message that it is not okay to 
dump waste. We have two 
excellent household waste 
recycling centres to use if 
residents have rubbish to get 
rid of. There is no excuse to 
flytip.”

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Innocent boy hit 
by harassed man

A HARD-WORKING husband 
who ‘snapped’ and used an 
illegal stun gun on a teen he 
wrongly thought had been 
‘egging’ his home has been 
shown mercy by a judge. 

Kryysztof Lekarczyk, 32, 
had gone to confront a group 
of youths who were hurling 
racial abuse and throwing 
eggs at his home in Campania 
Grove, Luton, on November 3 
last year. 

But the 14-year-old boy he 


punched in the face, arm and 
hip with the stun gun - 
disguised as a torch - was 
completely innocent and had 
not known the other young¬ 
sters he had just met at the 
Sainsbury’s car park in 
Bramingham had earlier 
been attacking the defend¬ 
ant’s home. 

Lekarczyk pleaded guilty to 
possessing a prohibited 
weapon and assaulting the 
14-year-old occasioning him 
actual bodily harm at Luton 
Crown Court last Friday. 

But Judge Stuart Bridge 


showed mercy and suspend¬ 
ed a 12 month prison 
sentence for two years after 
hearing he and his wife had 
been the subject of a 
campaign of harassment for 
around a year, with between 
six and 20 youngsters 
targeting them at the 
property up to five times a 
week. 

Lekarczyk was also ordered 
to carry out 200 hours of 
unpaid work, pay the victim 
£500 compensation and put 
£3,000 towards the cost of the 
prosecution.

Singing for dementia 

Sgt Phil Boyd has been with 
Bedfordshire Police for six years 


after joining Durham 
Constabulary in 2003. For the 
past few weeks he has been 
attending ‘Singing for the Brain’ 
sessions, run by the Alzheimer’s 
Society. He explains how he 
hopes it will make a difference 


I FIRST heard about ‘Singing 
for the Brain’ at a Dementia 
Champions Forum organised 
by our Chief Inspector Jaki 
Whittred, who leads on 
mental health for the force. 

We have been holding 
these, as well as Dementia 
Friends sessions, pretty 
regularly over the past year 
and we encourage people to 
attend because dementia is 
such a complex illness, and 
it’s important that everyone 
across the force has some 
understanding of it. 

Once we received a 999 
call from a lady who said 
there was a strange man in 
her house and she was very 
scared. When our officers 
arrived, it turned out that the 
man was her husband and 
lived there with her, she had 
just forgotten who he was 
for that moment and 
panicked. 

We are providing a service 
for a lot of people across the 
county, and incidents like 
that could crop up at any 
time which is why it’s impor¬ 
tant that we have at least a 
basic understanding of how 
dementia can affect people. 

We also have Dementia 
Champions who deliver train¬ 
ing sessions to small teams 
across the force, teaching 
them how to recognise the 
signs of dementia, and how 
to engage with people in our 
communities who are living 
with the condition. Our ambi¬ 
tion is to deliver dementia 
training sessions to every¬ 
one. 

At the first Dementia 
Champions Forum I attend¬ 
ed, we heard from Mary 
Toner, who works for the 
Alzheimer’s Society. She 


I 



explained to us all the differ¬ 
ent ways that the charity is 
helping people, and told us 
about Singing for the Brain. 

It immediately jumped out 
at me and was something I 
knew I would have no prob¬ 
lem taking part in. We were 
all asked to make a pledge 
and mine was ‘I will sing for 
the brain’. 

I wanted to get involved 
because I wanted to learn 
more about dementia, and 
also because this is some¬ 
thing I can do to give back to 
the community. However 
small it is, I am contributing 
to something and hopefully I 
can encourage more people 
to do the same. 

The day after the Dementia 
Forum I was invited to a ses¬ 
sion, and I’ve been to several 
so far. I go in my uniform 
and we sit and chat and 
have a cup of tea as people 
arrive, and then we have a 
good sing. 

The songs we sing range 
from the Beatles’ Yellow 
Submarine to Doris Day’s 
Que Sera, Sera; last week I 
was dared to sing Que Sera, 
Sera in a Cockney accent 
following on from our previ¬ 
ous rendition of I’d Do 
Anything from Oliver! and I 
was more than happy to 
facilitate. It’s really fun and 
you can see it makes a 
difference. The staff and 
volunteers there do an 
incredible job, giving up their 
time every single week to 
run these fantastic sessions.

Police call time on 
Class A drug den

A DRUG den where Class A 
narcotics were being sold 
and used has been shut down 
by cops. 

The town centre flat in 
Wellington Street, Luton, was 
raided by police after 
concerned neighbours wit¬ 
nessed drug-taking and anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Bedfordshire Police applied 
to Luton Magistrates’ Court 
for a closure order to shut 
down the property for a 


period of three months - and 
it was granted on Monday. 

Sergeant Dick Cunningham, 
who led the operation as part 
of Operation Sentinel, said: 
“This is an excellent result for 
the neighbours of this prop¬ 
erty who have had to endure 
all the trappings of a drug 
supply operation - dangerous 
drugs paraphernalia near 
their homes, people coming 
in and out of the property at 
all times of the day and night, 
and associated noise and 
anti-social behaviour. 

“This operation relied on 


relatively new legislation in 
order to make life easier to 
bear for the community in 
Wellington Street, and to put 
a stop to the illicit activity 
taking place at the property 
in question.” 

The court found the closure 
was necessary to prevent any 
further drugs being used or 
supplied at the property, as 
well as stopping disorderly, 
criminal or nuisance behav¬ 
iour. The order was granted 
under Section 80 of the Anti- 
Social Behaviour Crime and 
Policing Act 2014.

School row over 
name is settled

A SCHOOL has won a five 
year battle to retrieve its old 
name from a rival academy - 
but has said it won’t be using 
it now they’ve won it back. 

King’s House Preparatory 
School changed its name 
from 1926 until 2011 to 
Moorlands School, but for the 
last five years has reverted to 
its original name. 

Four years ago the 
Moorlands name was 
licensed to a free school 


project ran by the Barnfield 
Federation, now known as 
The Shared Learning Trust. 

King’s House launched a 
£40,000 legal battle to stop 
the new free school being 
named Moorlands, one it has 
eventually prevailed in. 

The new free school, which 
is due to open this month, 
will now be known as Linden 
Academy. 

But King’s House principal 
Dr Andrew Cook said the 
school had ‘no intention’ of 
using its old name now it had 
won it back. 


He said: “To us, the names 
King’s House and Moorlands 
are intertwined. 

“We consulted with former 
pupils and the consensus is 
that the King’s House name 
now commands respect. 

“But we wanted to give the 
free school a period of time to 
change and adjust.” 

Carrie Matthews, principal 
of the new Linden Academy, 
said: “We have worked hard 
to ensure the transition is as 
seamless as possible.”

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Former EDL leader 
feels ‘persecuted’

THE former leader of the 
English Defence League has 
said he was ‘treated unfairly' 
by police after they asked 
him to leave a pub following 
a Luton Town away game. 

Video footage showed 
Tommy Robinson, from 
Luton, reacting angrily as 
police officers ordered him 
and his family to leave the 
Grain Store Pub in 
Cambridge following the 
Hatters’ match with 
Cambridge United last week¬ 
end. 

Mr Robinson, whose real 
name is Stephen Yaxley- 
Lennon, later admitted his 
reaction to the police request 
might have seemed ‘rash’, 
but he added he felt he was 
being subjected to ‘constant 
persecution by many police 
forces’. 

The footage shows the 
officer asking Mr Robinson 
‘are you going to leave?’, with 
the 33-year-old insisting ‘I’m 
just with my kids’ and 
becoming frustrated, before 
eventually leaving. 

In a statement published on 
Facebook on Monday, Mr 
Robinson says his reaction

was down to the fact that his 
children had ‘never encoun¬ 
tered or experienced’ such a 
police presence before, add¬ 
ing that he would be chal¬ 
lenging the decision through 
‘official channels’. 

His statement added: “I am 
a normal human being, I 
realise that not everyone can 
relate to me but that day I 
was simply a father, looking 
to watch my beloved Luton 
whilst spending time with 
my family and friends.” 


An officer in the video justi¬ 
fied the decision by saying: 
“Because of lessons learnt in 
the past we know that if 
certain groups stay in the 
city there could be violence.” 

A Cambridgeshire Police 
spokesman said 18 Luton 
Town fans were asked to 
leave the pub at 6.30pm on 
Saturday in order to ‘prevent 
disorder’. They added: “The 
group left peacefully, with¬ 
out the need for a dispersal 
order to be invoked.”

Tracing family link 
to infamous raids 

In 1940, William Thompson lost his family in the Vauxhall air raid. Now, 
76 years on his son has come back to piece the story together... 


THIS week in 1940, Luton 
was hit by a targeted bomb¬ 
ing raid at the hands of the 
German Luftwaffe. 

Now, 76 years later, a man 
has travelled to the town 
from New Zealand to piece 
together the story of his 
father’s first marriage. 

Bill Thompson, 62, who 
lives in Te Aroha, arrived in 
Luton on Friday. 

His father, William Arthur 
Thompson was a Kiwi him¬ 
self and was working at the 
Vauxhall plant during the 
Second World War, oversee¬ 
ing the shadow factory 
which produced Churchill 
tanks. 

Unfortunately this made 
the town a target for the 
Luftwaffe and Mr 
Thompson’s first wife, their 
young daughter Barbara 
and son Ian were killed in 
the August 30, 1940, air raid 
on the plant, which killed 30 
people and injured around 



220 more. 

Before his visit Mr 
Thompson said: “In England 
he married a woman called 
May Lloyd and it would be 
great to see if any of her rela¬ 
tives are still living in Luton. 

“With my father and his 
siblings having passed away 


it has been a slow process to 
establish the events of my 
father’s life. 

“As you can imagine my 
father rarely spoke of his 
first family. I think it was too 
painful for him, but he told 
little bits to my older broth¬ 
er, who passed away in 1997,

SEPTEMBER: The month all walkers, ramblers 
and lovers of the great outdoors in Bedfordshire 
and way beyond await with great expectancy. 

It is the month of the annual Bedfordshire 
Walking Festival, when people come from near 
and far to one of the smallest counties in the 
country for nine days of walking. 

Bedfordshire Ramblers, with support of the 
local authorities and many other organisations, 
have been putting on this event every 
September for the last seven years and every 
year it has grown in popularity - it is now the 
largest of its kind in East Anglia. 

The festival starts on Saturday, September 
10, and offers a range of walks every day until 
Sunday 18. Across the county there is a walk 
for almost every ability from short health walks 
of up to ninety minutes to the 40 mile two day 
Greensand Ridge challenge. 

There are walkers’ walks of between five to 
fifteen miles, information walks of between one 
and three hours and taster sessions for Nordic 
walking and the new ‘Fitness Walking’ which 
offers all the advantages of jogging but with 
less stress on the knees. 

There is a walk for parents with buggies and 
for those people using mobility scooters. The 
pet dog has not been forgotten, nor have those 
who consider a walk isn’t a walk without a pub, 
as there is a five-pub walk which also includes 
a lunch. 

As well as walks, there are a few talks. In 


these days of sat navs, phones and digital 
devices the paper map has largely been forgot¬ 
ten but recent experiences have shown there is 
still a need for them and it is good to see that 
there are two sessions to help people under¬ 
stand walking maps, one for families and one 
for adults. 

The sessions of three hours are entitled 
Maps Can Be Fun and a great investment for a 
small cost. 

To get involved in the festival, don’t think you 
need to start buying lots of new stuff as many 
of the walks can be done wearing trainers or 
comfortable stout shoes and casual clothes. 

Bring a drink and some refreshment as there 
is usually a break during the walk. 

Most of the walks are free and no booking is 
required, some have charges and some walks 
and events have to be pre-booked. 

All information is given in the programme 
available at various locations or on the website 
bedswalkfest.co.uk 

Where booking is necessary you can phone, 
complete a booking form from the back of the 
programme or download one from the website 
and post it. Payment is by cheque, PAY PAL on 
the website or occasionally pay on the day. 

Whichever walk or event chosen you are 
bound to enjoy a smile a mile at 
Bedfordshire’s eighth annual walking festival 
and we look forward to seeing you.

P ink Floyd may still 
be going strong after 
52 years but without 
the talents of 
keyboardist Rick 
Wright, who died from lung 
cancer in 2008 aged 65, some 
believe the band will never be 
the same. 

At the time of his death his 
fellow bandmates David 
Gilmour and Nick Mason paid 
tribute to his abilities, saying 
Wright’s keyboard playing 
“was the sound that knitted it 
all together”. 

But Wright was the least 
known of this global 
super-group, whose albums 
such as The Dark Side of the 
Moon and The Final Cut are 
still popular today. He was 
studious and quiet but was 
also the most accomplished 
musician of the group and 
contributed both his keyboard 
and arranging skills for 
several famous Pink Floyd 
tracks including Shine On You 
Crazy Diamond. 

Wright left the band in 1979, 
rejoining as a session 
musician in 1985 and then full 
time again in 1994, co-writing 
five songs for the album The 
Division Bell. 

During his later life, after 
his third marriage, Wright 
bought a house in France 
where he established a 
recording studio where, and at 
the time of his death, he was 
working on a new solo project.

IF THE late film director and 
actor Richard Attenborough is 
remembered for one film, it may 
be his 1963 World War II caper 
The Great Escape in which he 
starred alongside Steve 
McQueen and a host of other 
Hollywood A-listers. 

Set within a German PoW 
camp, it followed the true story 
of the prisoners’ attempts to 
break out and and made an 
international star of 
Attenborough. 

But he clearly liked to make 
an escape from the movie 
industry too.

Nissan Navara’s eco leap 




BY IAN JOHNSON 

THAT tough guy of the Nissan 
range, the Navara pick-up, has 
become more powerful and more 
eco-friendly. 

Already the holder of the 
International Pick-up Award 2016, 
and renowned for its tough 
attitude and robust performance, 
the entire range has now 
switched to a more advanced and 
eco-friendly Euro 6 engine. 

The upgrade covers both the 
190ps twin-turbo and 160ps 
single turbo versions of the 
Navara’s 2.3-litre dCi diesel 
engine. 

It makes a significant difference 
to the pick-up’s environmental 
performance - a vital considera¬ 
tion for buyers since it affects 
running costs. C02 emissions 
now start from as low as 159g/ 
km, a reduction of 8g/km on the 
predecessor Euro 5 engine. 

It’s an enhancement which 
makes the Nissan Navara the best 
in its class. Fuel consumption on 
the official combined cycle has 
improved to 46.3mpg, up by 
1.4mpg. The Nissan Navara Euro 
6 also benefits from a reduction 
in oxides of nitrogen (NOx) 
thanks to the addition of a 
Selective Catalytic Reduction 
(SCR) system. 

An AdBlue tank has been fitted 



to the Navara, with a filler flap on 
the opposite side of the vehicle to 
the diesel tank to avoid confu¬ 
sion. The tank can be filled from 
bottles or pumps, for maximum 
flexibility for the user. It will hold 
17 litres of liquid, allowing up to 
7,150 miles between refills. 

Driver assistance messages 
relating to the AdBlue system 
have been integrated into the 
Navara’s colour LCD combimeter, 
the central information screen 
set between the two main dials. 

A number of other enhance¬ 
ments have been made to the 
Navara’s specification including 
an Idle-Stop System (ISS) for 
reduced fuel consumption which 


is now standard on all manual 
models. 

The Navara range now comes 
with cruise control with speed 
limiter, Bluetooth hands-free 
audio and multi-function 
controls on the steering wheel. 

Available in Double Cab and 
King Cab body styles, the new 
Nissan Navara is a heavy duty 
one-tonne pick-up that’s built to 
tackle all terrains. 

Marking the Navara out from its 
rivals is the Double Cab’s five- 
link coil-spring rear suspension 
system, which provides enhanced 
performance and comfort over all 
surfaces. The Navara also 
features Nissan’s standard five 


year, 100,000 mile warranty 
which is fully transferable to 
future owners. 

The improvements to the 
Navara are part of Nissan’s plans 
to fit eco-friendly systems and 
advanced technology to all of its 
models.

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Fiat Panda 1.2 Easy 

Take a look inside... 


BY IAN DONALDSON 

MOST car reports feature 
photos of cars cleaned and 
buffed to a showroom shine. 
They simply look better that 
way, the snappers think. 

Well not this time. The well 
used little Fiat Panda you see 
here in all its dusty glory, spent 
eight days transporting myself 
and the navigator-in-chief around 
northern Italy on holiday. 

That was the penalty for 
choosing a hotel so out of the 
way (a little south of the delight¬ 
ful hilltop town of Arezzo on the 
Tuscan border) that was only 
reachable via an unpaved road 
passing between fields of grazing 
goats and tobacco, maize and 
sunflowers. 

And yes, our Panda was an 
airport rental. With approach¬ 
ing 10,000 kms on the clock at 
handover, our small family Fiat 
felt factory fresh and looked in 
decent shape for a rental. 

Dipping into Italian towns built 
centuries ago with streets wide 
enough for the odd peasant cart, 
it soon becomes obvious why 
you still see so many of the new 
Fiat 500’s inspiration from the 
1950s; they are simply tiny and 
use these hold-your-tummy-in 
streets as though they were 
main roads. The Panda fitted 
pretty well too. Spacious enough 


for four, and with a boot to 
match, it never felt too big for 
comfort. Could have done with 
more power, though. 

You can buy the same 1.2-litre 
petrol engine in your UK Panda, 
but I wouldn’t, even at less than 
£ 10,000 for an entry level 
version. Go for the fresher- 
engined twin-cylindered 875cc 
model instead, with a little turbo 
to boost low speed punch. 

It will cost you more and might 
not even match the 49mpg 
recorded on our Panda, if driven 
with enthusiasm, but you won’t 
be using first gear and full throt¬ 
tle on properly alpine hairpins 
and it will pass ambling trucks on 
the motorway without a change 
down to third. 

Otherwise, the Panda was a 
delight. It steered with pleas¬ 
ant precision and the leather 
wrapped steering wheel was 
good to hold - not always the 
case - and it rode most of Italy’s 
road with firm assurance. 

Some of the country’s 
non-toll dual carriageways are so 
dreadfully patched and potholed 
that nothing on wheels would 
smooth the way, but the Fiat did 
its best. Ditto the air con, which 
tried valiantly to cool us when 
the dash showed 35C outside 
but really only coped with 25C 
so a British summer in not going 
to be a problem.

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Kia goes hybrid with Optima PHEV

HYBRIDS are all the rage at the moment and Kia has announced its first 
venture into the sector with the introduction of its Optima plug-in hybrid saloon 
with goes on sale in September. Kia says the Optima PHEV has a range of up 
to 33 miles in all-electric mode and is able to complete many regular urban 
commuter runs with no tailpipe emissions, while its C02 figure comes in at just 
37g/km. 

It is powered by 154bhp 2.0-litre direct injection petrol engine with a 67bhp 
electric motor powered by a lithium-ion polymer battery pack and priced at 
£31,495 after the Government’s £2,500 plug-in car grant. The power set¬ 
up is enhanced with a new package of aerodynamic, styling and technology 
features giving potential fuel economy of up to 176.6mpg. The most significant 
aerodynamic change is an active air flap grille which lowers the car’s drag co¬ 
efficient to 0.25 when closed. This results in excellent performance and range 
for a D-segment car: up to 33 miles of pure-electric driving at speeds as high as 
75mph, with 0-60mph acceleration in 9.1 seconds in hybrid mode. The switch 


between electric and hybrid driving is seamless, while the electric motor’s 
205Nm of torque from standstill ensures rapid acceleration and instantaneous 
response to the throttle pedal. The Optima PHEV also features 17-inch alloy 
wheels, LED daytime running lights and headlights, four-way powered 
lumbar adjustment on the driver’s side, front and rear parking sensors, a 
reversing camera integrated into the navigation screen, dual-zone automatic 
air conditioning, a leather-trimmed steering wheel and gear shift, steering 
wheel mounted controls, all-round electric windows, cruise control with a speed 
limiter, remote central locking and an electronic parking brake. Already a smart 
looking saloon, distinguishing features of the PHEV are blue-tinted headlights 
and chrome enhancements with a metallic blue finish on the lower front air 
grille, the “tiger-nose” main grille and the side sills. There are ECOplug-in 
badges on the front wings, while the recharging port for the batteries is housed 
in the left front wing.

“He earned his place in the team by 
joining a development camp for a few 
weeks and he has done really well. 

“He’s been in a few competitions this 
year and has performed well. 

“He competed in the nationals this 
year, making it to the final.” 

However, she also spoke of the chal¬ 
lenge of even getting the riders to the 
events in the first place. 

She said: “Most of these guys lack 
any sponsorship so a lot of the time it 
falls on themselves or their families to 
help fund them. We are always look¬ 
ing for local sponsors.” 

Britain go into the tournament with 
hope, with Koester ranked fifth in the 
world and the fourth best European 
rider leading the team. 

On his hopes for the upcoming tour¬ 
nament and GB’s chance of success, 
he said: “The German’s are a super¬ 
power in the sport so it will be hard to 
challenge them.

A TOY Nerf gun battle with his 
three kids and an early night was 
how Danny Hylton celebrated his 
first ever Luton hat-trick after a 
magnificent 4-1 League Two vic¬ 
tory over Wycombe Wanderers 
yesterday. 

The striker capped a fine perfor¬ 
mance with an 88th minute penal¬ 
ty to claim the match-ball and then 
followed that up with an assist as 
Jordan Cook opened his Hatters 
account with a 90th minute strike 
to shoot Town back to the top of the 
division. 

Asked how he’d celebrate, Hylton 
said: “I’ll go back to three kids. My 
wife’s going out so it will be nothing 
crazy. It will probably be playing 
Nerf guns or something and then 
fall asleep about nine o’clock. 

“It’s all fun.” 

The striker’s only other hat-trick 
came in 2013 as Aldershot shocked 
Rotherham in the third round of 
the FA Cup, but his joy that day was 
tempered by a red card. 

Here he didn’t even receive his 
customary yellow, just the plaudits 
of 7,564 delirious Hatters fans. 

Asked if the Luton treble was his 


favourite, Hylton said: “Yeah. That 
one [for Aldershot] was nice 
because it was my first, but I don’t 
mind, a hat-trick is a hat-trick. I’m 
just delighted.” 

Town had already missed a spot- 
kick in the first half, when 1-0 up, as 
regular taker Cameron McGeehan 
saw his effort saved by Wycombe 
goalie Jamal Blackman. 

After the forward had bagged his 
brace, Wanderers had pulled one 
back against the run of play 
through Matt Bloomfield in the 
67th minute to make it 2-1. 

Hylton would not be denied his 
day as he won a second spot-kick 
and, while there was a discussion 
with McGeehan, the striker con¬ 
vinced his team-mate to step aside. 

“Cam’s the penalty taker and I’m 
second behind him,” Hylton said, 
adding: “He’s missed the first one 
and he wanted to put it right. 

Fair play to him, he’s a goalscorer 
and I love that. 

“He’s confident and he put him¬ 
self forward again, but I was next in 
line, it was for my hat-trick and it 
was something I didn’t want to 
pass up. 

So I said to him, that if it was any 
other situation, then I might have 
let him have one. 

But it was for my hat-trick so I 
wanted to get three and luckily I 
did.”

DANNY Hylton bagged only the second hat- 
trick of his career and provided the other for 
Jordan Cook as the Hatters rolled over 
Wycombe Wanderers to shoot back to the top 
of League Two. 

It was four, but it could have been seven or 
eight. Take your pick. They even missed a pen¬ 
alty. The mind boggles at what they could 
achieve. 

This Luton side have swashbuckling swagger 
and already a goal difference (nine) more than 
double any other team in the division. 

Manager Nathan Jones said: “Let’s have no 
bones about it, that’s the team’s best perfor¬ 
mance since I’ve been here.” 

Hylton struck in the 11th minute but had to 
wait until the 57th for his second as Town cre¬ 
ated a hatful of chances - including that 
missed Cameron McGeean spot-kick - but 
couldn’t cement their dominance. 

But what was impressive about this perfor¬ 
mance was arguably not even the scoreline - 
though that was the very least they deserved - 
but how they still found the gunpowder for 
some late fireworks, having weathered 15 min¬ 
utes of Wanderers pressure, after Matt 
Bloomfield made it 2-1 just after the hour. 
Previous incarnations of Luton would perhaps 
have crumbled. Not now. They go for the jugu¬ 
lar. 

As expected, Luton made 11 changes from 
Tuesday’s 2-1 Checkatrade Trophy win at 
Gillingham, which featured a plethora of 
homegrown Town talent. The club will now 


have to wait and see whether the Football 
League will punish them for a breach of the 
reformatted Trophy team selection rules. 
Frankly, to do so, would be a nonsense as the 
competition has been farcically altered to pro¬ 
mote and develop the homegrown players of 
elite clubs. Luton have done just that and all 
off their own backs. 

Similar to their midweek adventures, Luton 
were ahead early. After the transfer specula¬ 
tion surrounding him on Wednesday Pelly- 
Ruddock Mpanzu was Mr Motivated and a 
fabulous piece of skill bamboozled Bloomfield 
before his low cross was turned in by Hylton. 


The Hatters should have doubled their 
advantage soon after when the goalscorer fed 
in Cook, but the former Sunderland man opted 
for a poorly executed lob against 6ft 6ins goal¬ 
keeper Jamal Blackman. 

Town were rampant and Cook and Mpanzu 
both had chances before the former was 
brought down by Stephen McGinn on the edge 
of the area. The linesman awarded the spot- 
kick but, for the first ever time in a Luton shirt, 
McGeehan didn’t make the net bulge from 12 
yards. 

A low Matt Bloomfield shot tipped round the 
post by Christian Walton was all that troubled 


Town in the opening period and after the half 
time interval they ramped up the pressure on 
the visitors. Marriott, McGeehan and Hylton 
queued up to shoot with Sido Jombati clearing 
off the line before Mpanzu squirmed a cross 
wide when it looked easier to score. 

But they did in the 57th minute when Cook’s 
shot was parried by Blackman into the path of 
Hylton for a simple tap-in. 

Just when the floodgates looked like they’d 
open, Wycombe pulled one back. Even though 
the visitors improved Blackman was still 
called upon to acrobatically palm over a 
McGeehan volley. 

If there were any home nerves, Hytlon was 
the tonic in the 88th minute. The striker 
tricked his way past Will De Havilland, was 
brought down and referee Graham Scott 
pointed to the spot. 

There was a brief conversation with regular 
spot-kick taker McGeehan, but with one hand 
on the match-ball it was only ever going to be 
the striker taking it. 

Hylton sent Blackman the wrong way for his 
hat-trick, but the hitman wasn’t done there. 
Luton countered in numbers, he set Cook free 
and the midfielder guided confidently into the 
bottom corner to open his Hatters account. 

“Scintillating”, said boss Jones. It’s a wonder 
how he wasn’t drooling as he spoke.
